STARBUCKS ROLLS OUT ITS BIGGEST CUP YET IN CHICAGO

Starbucks is bringing 31-ounce “trenta”-size iced coffee, tea and lemonade to Chi- 
cago and the Northeast on Tuesday 

The Seattle-based coffee chain has been testing the larger drinks in the South 
and Southwest since January 

“Starbucks is pleased by the positive feedback we have received from custom- 
ers in the Sunbelt region on the introduction of the trenta size cup for iced coffee 
and tea,” according to a company statement. Starbucks “will continue to assess the 
relevance of trenta in additional markets.” 

The company beat back a wave of negative news coverage after the story of the 
trenta test broke in January Some reporters began calculating the caloric cost of 
31-ounce Frappuccinos with whipped cream. However, the chain will sell trentas 
only for its lower-calorie drinks, such as iced coffee and tea. 

Unsweetened coffee in the jumbo containers comes with five calories black and 
less than 90 calories with whole milk, according to Starbucks, while sweetened 
iced tea or coffee has fewer than 230 calories.

CTA stairway to 
heaven? Not quite 

There’s a new slow zone on the CTA and 
it’s not on the rails: It’s in the Clark/Lake 
station. 

The escalator that connects the Blue 
lane subway to the station has been out 
for weeks — sparking complaints from 
riders, who ha%^e been compelled to 
elbow for space in the narrow stairway 
next to the escalator. 

Two weeks ago, Dennis Sweeney of 
'West Town griped to the CTA that the 
escalator was out of service. The CTA 
told him it’s working on the matter and 
that it would be fixed— in three months. 

TTe problem? T'he CTA said the staircase adjacent to the escalator 
impedes its progress. Instead of gaining access and working through a 
side panel, the CT A has to remove 20 -plus steps to have enough room 
to work. 

T he agency also has to bring in a crane to remove parts that are in 
the way of the shaft that needs to be replaced. 

On Lriday morning, workers were boarding up the area near the es- 
calator. A sign on the board said repairs are scheduled to be completed 
in an indeterminate amount of time. 

In the meantime, the CTA recommended Sweeney and other riders 
use the elevator 10 feet from the escalator at the platform level. Eleva- 
tors should be used when transporting luggage to minimize wear and 
tear on the escalators, the CTA said. 

Luggage is common at the Clark/Lake station, which serves the 
Orange Line to Midway and Blue Line to O’Hare. It is the only stop 
that serves both airports. 

The station, the second-busiest stop this year behind the Lake 
Red Line stop, saw nearly 19,000 riders on an average weekday in 
May. That’s a few thousand more than the Pink Line sees on a typical 
weekday 

The stop also is popular for transfers. There were nearly 26,000 
cross-platform transfers on a typical May weekday making it para- 
mount that the escalator is fixed promptly so riders can move quickly 
through the station. 

Lor Joe Besharse, the CTA is not moving fast enough. He tweeted 
his disdain for the project Friday to Going PubHc and Mayor Emanu- 
el, saying that the escalator warrants round-the-clock repairs. 

His hashtag? ^‘We are not rats.”

At Yelp’s headquarters in San Francisco, a keg 
refrigerator provides a never-ending supply 
of beer to employees, letting them drink as 
much as they like. 

They only catch? Workers badge in to an 
application attached to the keg that records 
every ounce they drink. 

“If you’re at the top of the leader board 
consistently I don’t know if that’s a place that 
you’d want to be,” said Eric Singley director of 
Yelp consumer and mobile products. “Luckily 
that hasn’t really even been an issue.” 

In a contemporary version of “Mad Men” 
and its bibulous ad executives, more dot-coms 
are embracing the idea of drinking at work. 
That means keeping bars stocked at all hours, 
installing kegerators and letting programmers 
tip back a few while they code. It also raises 
questions about the effect of alcohol on pro- 
ductivity and the safety of employees. 

‘Alcohol is sort of a slippery slope, because 
obviously you’d think it might impair their 
performance,” said Dalton Conley social 
sciences dean and professor at New York 
University “Many people can work after one 
beer, but I doubt many people can do serious 
knowledge work very productively after four 
or five.” 

While office parties and Friday-night beer 
busts are nothing new, the all-hours nature of 
startups means more employees blend their 
nightlife with work time. 

“I think that business and personal life is a 
lot more mixed than it used to be,” said Jeremy 
Tfeister, 40, president of CMIT Solutions- 
Chicago, an information technology firm on 
the Near North Side. “There’s more of an over- 
lap between— people who are friendly tend to 
mix their business and personal lives. I don’t 
think it’d be the same in the corporate world.” 


Drinking is an extension of that, said Joe 
Beninato, chief executive officer ofTello Inc., 
an app developer in Palo Alto, Calif 

“When you’re working at a startup, you’re 
working 24-7 and it takes over your life,” he 
said. “It’s not like it’s a wild fraternity party or 
something like that— we’re all adults.” 

WhenTello’s iPhone app for rating custom- 
er service made it into Apple’s online store in 
February the five-person company decided to 
celebrate. No matter that it was before noon. 

“We got out the whiskey, and everybody 
had a shot,” Beninato said. 

Workers have a similar outlook at Crowd- 
Flower, said Lukas Biewald, CEO of the San 


Francisco-based employment company 

“We do have a fridge full of beer, people do 
work late and drink out of it,” Biewald said. 
“When we first started, our office was like our 
home— we had leftovers in the fridge— and I 
think it’s an extension of that.” 

It’s typical to see employees with a beer on 
a Friday afternoon, when the company lets 
workers demonstrate new projects, he said. 
CrowdFlower also occasionally gets kegs for 
gatherings it hosts for its community of devel- 
opers and users. 

“We had a customer from a bank come, 
around ii a.m., and I was really embarrassed 
by the fact that we had a keg up,” Biewald 


said. “But he actually poured himself a drink.” 

Twitter, also based in San Francisco, has 
wine and beer in its fridge, along with nonal- 
coholic drinks. 

“We treat employees as adults, and they act 
accordingly,” said Jodi Olson, a spokeswoman 
for the company 

Even so, the age-old problems of work- 
place drinking haven’t disappeared, said 
Robert Sutton, a professor in Stanford Uni- 
versity’s management science and engineer- 
ing department. Some employees can’t drink 
in moderation or control themselves after 
drinking, he said. 

“I’ve been involved in workplaces that can 
be pretty dysfunctional, where people will 
start drinking a little too much at lunch,” Sut- 
ton said. “There’s like a bazillion studies that 
show when people drink, their performance 
is impaired, and there’s problems with absen- 
teeism.” 

The long hours may be what sets technolo- 
gy workers apart from the boozing executives 
on “Mad Men,” which is set in the 1960s, said 
NYU’s Conley 

“The folks drank a lot more alcohol back 
then and had three-martini lunches, but they 
weren’t staying until midnight finishing proj- 
ects,” he said. 

At Yelp, the keg is meant as an after-hours 
activity said Singley who has worked at the 
startup for more than three years. 

“That’s when it gets the most use,” he said. 
Still, the definition of a workday can depend 
on the employee. 

“Engineers in particular are night owls,” 
he said. ‘A little ramen noodles at 9 p.m., and 
then after that, winding down your day, you 
might stop by the keg. People work here re- 
ally late.”

Roaring winds create 
havoc as 868,000 ComEd 
customers lose power

A fierce, fast-moving storm left a record 
868,000 customers without power Monday, as 
75 mph winds ripped down power lines, tossed 
tree limbs onto roads and railroad tracks and 
forced businesses to close throughout the Chi- 
cago region. 

Despite the ominous clouds and wind dam- 


age, the thunderstorm caused few injuries and 
dropped a negligible amount of rain. 

Almost half a million ComEd customers 
still were in the dark Monday evening, accord- 
ing to utility officials. About 72,900 of those 
customers were in Chicago and Maywood. 

The north suburbs, where 240,000 still 
were without power Monday night, were hit 
the hardest. Schools, gas stations, public build- 
ings, restaurants and attractions including Six 
Flags Great America in Gurnee closed, with 
ComEd predicting that it could take days to 
restore power in some areas. 


The swath of storm cells that rolled through 
the region is called a “bow echo” because it is 
shaped like an archer’s bow Damaging winds 
often are associated with the fast-moving 
storms. 

They occur several times a year, said Ben 
Deubelbeiss, a meteorologist with the Nation- 
al Weather Service. 

Metra sent out more than 80 service advi- 
sories because of delays on its lines, primar- 
ily caused by high winds taking down trees and 
branches and blocking tracks, Metra spokes- 
woman Judy Pardonnet said.

Linkedin, the online network geared 
to professionals, has surpassed slumping 
Myspace as the second-most popular online 
social network in the U.S. in terms of Web 
traffic, behind Facebook. 

Linkedin had 33.9 million unique visitors in 
June, an increase of about half a million from 
the month before, according to new data 
from comScore, the Internet analytics firm. 
By contrast, fewer than 33.5 million Ameri- 
cans visited Myspace last month, a drop of 
about 1.4 million U.S. visitors from May 

The numbers don’t tell the whole sto- 
ry— Myspace still has an estimated 130 mil- 
lion active users, compared with roughly 
1 15 million for Linkedin— but it’s another 


symbolic blow to the once-dominant so- 
cial network, which is struggling to rein- 
vent itself 

U.S. traffic to Myspace is half of what it 
was in June 2010, when the site had more 
than 66 million unique visitors, according 
to comScore. Myspace still leads third-place 
Twitter, which had 30.6 million visitors last 
month, although at their current rates, 
Twitter will eclipse Myspace in the next few 
months. 

By comparison, Facebook, social net- 
working’s ever-expanding behemoth, had 
160.8 million unique visitors in June. Linke- 
din was surging even before the company 
went public in a splashy and successful de- 
but in May This year, the social network was 
adding about a million members each week, 
CEO JeffWeiner said at the time.
